I was very much interested on Saturday 
night to listen to a short talk from the 
Dublin Broadcasting Station by Major 
P. Ruzicka, the Czechostovak Consul, on 
his experiences in Russia during the 
World War. Major Ruzicka was a member 
of the famous Czech 
Legion, composed 
mostly of  ex- 
Austrian prisoners of 
war, that, in circum- 
stances of almost 
incredible danger 
and hardship, fought 
its way against the 


Bolsheviks right 
across Siberia to 
Viadivostok. At the 


time the exploits of 
this Legion rang 
throughout the war, 
and was largely 
responsible for the 
universal sympathy that met the Czecho- 
slovak claim for national independence. 
Major Ruzicka was an officer in the Legion 
all through the fighting, and it is 
characteristic of the man that he made no 
reference to his own part in the campaign 
in his broadcast. He had some of the most 
thrilling experiences, of which he rarely 


speaks; but I may reveal the fact 
that he was one of a party who 
arrived in Ekateringrad on the day after 
the Tsar. with his family, had been 


murdered, just too late to be in time to 
save the Romanoffs from their dreadful 
fate.

Che Bugle 


It came rather as a surprise to me ‘to 
learn that the bugle, which plays such an 
important part in many of the Royal 
ceremonials we have been having re- 
cently, is just a century old in its present 
form. It was introduced by a Mr. Joseph 
Greenhill, an instrument maker, and first 
used on the mail coaches in substitution 
for the old tin horns. i

QHE shall have music wherever she 

goes—or very nearly wherever she 
goes—-this week. Airs from grand opera 
at the Metropole; at least one good tune 
at the Grafton and the Savoy; negro 
melodies at the Stephen’s Green, and 
‘“‘hotcha numbers '” in abundance at the 
Capitol—she can take her choice accord- 
ing to her tastes. : 
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A ae pick of the week's films is “ The 

Slump is Over,’’ at the Grafton ; and, 
in case there is anyone who has not 
learned from a succession of foreign films 
that there is no difficulty in following one, 
I can mention that this film would be 
perfectly intelligible even if the spectator 
had no French and there were no sub- 
titles in English. It is the story of a 
troupe of actors, stranded by an unfor- 
tunate, though extremely funny, accident 
in Marseilles. Making their way to Paris, 
they also make good. The plot, however, 
does not matter. What does matter is the 
lightheartedness of the whole thing, the 
admirable direction, the naturalness of the 
actors, and two or three delightful 
episodes of an almost Chaplinesque char- 
acter. There is, for instance, one scene 
in which the conductor of the orchestra 
takes advantage of the tenor’s sostenuto 
to sugar and drink his coffee; and there 
is another in which two members of the 
cast, on pretence of buying a piano, try 
over their song with it, while the remain- 
ing troupers rehearse their part outside 
the window. : 

The most refreshing quality of these 
French film actors is their refusal, or 
inability, to look like ‘‘stars.’’ They are 
good-looking enough, in all conscience, but 
they are natural in a way in which 
American, British and German actors are 
not natural, and the result is a charming 
and intimate picture. None of the present 
cast, I think, has been seen hitherto in 
Dublin. Albert Prejean played in René 
Clair’s ‘‘ Sous les Toits de Paris,” which, 
for some unexplained reason, never came 
here. But I have little doubt that he will 
be seen again on Dublin screens.

Ac the Metropole there is another show 


about a show—the latest of the many 
successors of ‘‘ One Night of Love.’’ This 
is ‘‘Here’s to Romance,” and it intro- 
duces yet another of the bright, parti- 
cular stars of the Metropolitan Opera in 
New Yor’. Nino Martini is almost certain 
to have a fruitful screen career before 
him. In the first place, he has a 
magnificent voice, and Jesse L. Lasky 
has given him in this film every oppor- 
tunity to show what he can do with it.

In one important respect ‘‘Here’s to 
Romance ”’ differs from its predecessors.

(played delightfully by Reginald Denny), 
a wealthy patron of the ballet—and of 
ballet dancers—goads his wife to reprisals.

IN DUBLIN 
IMPRESSIONS OF. IRISH 
AUDIENCES

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Albert Sandler, the distinguished English 
violinist, does not like Cork. He told 
reporters that yesterday when he was inter- 
viewed at, the Theatre Royal, where he is 
giving recitals during the week. i 

He was asked the reason for his dislike. 
It was pointed out to him that, so far as 
music was concerned, Cork had a ong tradi- 
tion. He replied that when he last played 
to Cork audiences they did not seem very 
responsive. ‘‘ Anyhow, I am not going back,” 
he added. 

Sandler, who is only 29 years of age, plays 
on a Stradivarius. When a child of ten, 
begging his father to allow him to go in 


| seriously for music, he dreamt of possessing 


a “ Strad ” one day. As he grew older and 
as he began to earn money from his play- 
ing, he saved something every week with 
this object in view. He had twelve years’ 


| intensive study, and then he began playing 


in a London restaurant. After a period as 
leader of the orchestra at the Trocadero, Mr. 
Sandler was approached by the management 
of the Grand Hotel, Eastbourne. They heard 
of him through de Groot, and after hearing 
him play they were so impressed that they 
engaged him. He was soon able to buy 
his ‘‘Strad” from Hills. It was one that 
had been used by Samuel Dushkin, the boy 
violinist, and he paid £2,000 for it. He 
carries it with him in a specially constructed 
case, and it looks as new to-day as when 
the old violin-maker, at the age of 92, died 
without telling the secret of his craft to his 
sons.

Mr. Sandler is known widely as a broad- 
easter. He has been in Ireland twice before, 
having appeared in Dublin, Cork and Bel- 
fast.

One gets 
excited, and one wants to communicate the 
meaning of the music to those who are 
listening.” i 

Mr, Sandler and his orchestra generally 
play lighter classical music. He finds that it 
appeals to the people more than the heavier 
classes of music.

THE EUROPEAN OUTLOOK 


- 


“ An Approach to Chinese: Art” was the 
subject of a lecture by Dr. Thomas Bodkin, 
now of Birmingham University, at Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday in the presence of 
Mr. Dermod O’Brien, 
P..R.H.A., presided. 

Dr. Bodkin said that no European could 
approach the subject of Chinese art other- 
wise than humbly and tentatively. The 
average European had only recently aban- 
doned his conception of the Chinaman as a 
figure of fun, a quaint, trivial, irresponsible, 
comic opera personage. When the influence 
of Chinese art first began to make itself felt 
in Europe towards the close of the 18th 
century it was invariably perverted by 
European artists and craftsmen to capricious 
and fashionable ends. It was only quite 
lately that the European had paused to con- 
sider whether the Chinese might not have 
some justification for the profound contempt 
which he generally felt for the abrupt 
manners, gestures and garments of the 
‘foreign devil.” 

The basic scientific facts about China and 
the Chinese were all extraordinarily impres- 
sive. The area of the eighteen provinces 
alone was no less than one and a half million 
square miles. The Chinese for ages past had 
also dominated Mongolia, Manchuria, Eastern 
Turkestan, and Tibet. The last official popu- 
lation census of China proper, taken in 1902, 
showed that the Chinese constituted more 
than a fifth of the total population of the 
world. Their civilisation had endured in un- 
broken sequence for over forty centuries. 
These facts were, in themselves, enough to 
show them that the Chinese were not a 
people whose achievement could be lightly 
dismissed or easily appraised. 


PICTURES AS POEMS 


The European outlook was so influenced by 
the Greek spirit that they found it very hard 
to appreciate the essential difference of our 
artistic reactions to visible nature from those 
of the Chinese. The Chinese were content to 
hint, to suggest, to select. The Chinese 
painter saw no necessity to cover the whole 
ground of his painting. The spaces he left 
empty were almost as significant as those 


which he filled. He demanded almost as much 


from the spectator as he gave. The Chinese 
regarded calligraphy and palaoing 06 supple- 
mental, almost unseparable arts. ey ranked 
them in a category apart, far above all the 
plastic arts. They would hang a fine piece 
of script upon a wall just as they hung a 
picture. In their opinion pictures should be 
read as a kind of language, and the highest 
praise they could give a painter was to say 
that his pictures were poems, . 

Chinese art contained a far greater number 
of purely arbitrary elements than did the 
pictorial art of Europe. Symbolism plaved 
an enormous part in Chinese painting. The 
Chinese painter was almost exclusively pre- 
occupied with landscapes. Our own philosophy 
generally postulated some opposition between

A painter who dared to 
exhibit a novel subject would probably be 
told ‘coldly by his a, SA that there was no 
such theme. Tung Chi Chang, a great 
authority, declared: ‘‘ It has been said that 
in tree-painting one is free to make one’s own 
style. Nothing could be more untrue... . 
The prime essential is that the painter should 
imitate the Old Masters.” There was a 
recognised bamboo dialect in the language of 
Chinese painting, and a special accent must 
be employed for the rendering of running 
water. 
but only sixteen, for painting mountains. The 
professional painter was scarcely recognised 
as such in China, The cultivated man was 
expected to practice. painting as one of many 
hobbies or accomplishments. The ranks of 
famous Chinese painters teemed with high 
officials, Governors of provinces, Presidents of 
the Board of Rites, High Court Judges and 
Generals of the Imperial Army. 

Skill in painting was regarded as an im- 
portant official qualification. The Emperors 
themselves were often remarkable painters, 
and one, at least. of them, the ill-fated Hui 
Tsung, of the Sung dynasty, was included in 
the hierarchy of Great Masters.

ROYAL DUBLIN 
SOCIETY RECITALS 


—_—-o — 
CORTOT PLAYS TO LARGE 
AUDIENCES 


The Royal Dublin Society’s musical recitals 
for the season came to a close pen 
when Cortot, the distinguished piamást, played 
to the largest audiences of the series. There 
were 1,300 present in the afternoon, and at 
the night recital the attendance numbered 
close on 1,600. 

[t was a great feast of pianoforte which 
this great master presented on his appearance 
on a Dublin platform after an interval of 
some years. In both concerts Chopin figured 
very prominently, as one would naturally 
expect from a player who has long been 
regarded as the most brilliant exponent of 
that composer. Certainly in his rendering 
of the Twenty-four Preludes at might he 
could not have left unsaid anything that 
Chopin wished to express in this wonderful 
series. The Preludes are a collection of 
exquisite tone poems which were composed 
at the beginning of Chopin’s association with 
George Sands, but they were dedicated to 
the composer’s friend Pleyel, of the famous 
firm of piano manufacturers of that name in 
Paris. One noted, by the way, on the pro- 
gramme that a Pleyel piano was to be used, 
but the instrument actually used was a Stein- 
way. 

It was fascinating to follow Cortot’s 
masterly treatment of the different preludes, 
how expressively he caught the changing 
mood, and the extraordinary command he 
had of technique. He achieved wonderful 


results and contrasts. There was, for 
instance, the vivacious rippling _presen- 
tation of the third, ‘* The  Brook,’’ 
followed by the Largo in E_ minor, 
which was played at Chopin’s own 
funeral. Ther. there was the colourful picture 


of the Storm in the sixth, and yet another 


later in the sixteenth, which was one of 
Rubinstein’s *‘ battle pieces,” followed hy 
the popular Prelude in A flat major. The 


twentieth in C minor, rather suggestive of 
Schumann's Nachstuck, was arresting in the 
beauty of its chords, 

M. Cortot also played at night the nda te 
Spianato et Polonaise, Opus 22. It is rather 
a programme piece in which the Andinte 
was delicately imaginative, and the Volon- 
aise, spirited and fluent, with delicately 
ornamented themes. Corot’s playing of this 
and the Preludes was as perfect as one could 
wish, showing wonderful restraint, but withal 
perfectly balanced and fully expressive of the 


soul of the music. 


Debussy’s ‘Children’s Corner”? wr also 
beautifully descriptive, and the player 
brought out even the most delicate shades. of 
meaning of the various pieces, with all their 
humour and grace, and yet without the least 
suggestion of straining for his effects. If 
any doubts about the player’s technique still 
lingered after the Chopin they were surely 
removed by his exhibition in the Debussy. 
Liszt's “ Hungatian Rhapsodie No, 2”’ was 
a brilliant finale, full of life and sparkle, and 
the effects achieved and climax built up 
again without any strain. Always the piano 
was singing and the tone was uniformly clear, 

The recital certainly richly merited the 
long sustained applause it evoked from a de- 
lighted audience.

Lecturing last night before the Old Dublin 
Society—Mr. T. Kelly, T.D., presiding—on 
Thomas Moore, Mr. Peter Kearney said that 
Moore had been lost sight of in the Celtic 
twilight which had fe eile our culture 
in the last thirty years, a twilight which in 
spots had merged into. complete darkness, 
Moore, he said, was the most gifted of 
Dublin’s many gifted children, but it was a 
rather sad reflection that he was practically 
unknown to the rising generation, and would 
appear to be altogether unknown to the 
children. Thirty years ago in any school 
that included music in its programme the 
children were taught to sing his melodies 
The highbrows, so called, and the neurotic 
patriots might sneer, but he would remind 
them that the melodies contributed no small 
share towards the fostering in the plain 
people of pride in the history of Ireland at 
a time when historical pride was essential 
to the national life. 

Although Mocre and Robert Emmet were in- 
timate as students, and Moore had undeubtedly 
a great respect for his grave companion, the 
lecturer had come to the conclusion that 
Emmet did not exercise any influence on his 
volatile friend. There was another student, 
however, who did influence Moore, and that 
was Edward Hudson. Hudson was something 
of an artist and a musician, and in his early 
days collected and translated quite a number 
of Irish airs. Through Hudson, Moore was 
introduced to the musical wealth of ireland. 
Moore was still, and would always remain, 
the national lyrist, in spite of prejudiced 
critics. Thomas Davis vrote of him: ‘ He 
is immeasurably our greatest poet, and the 
greatest lyrist, except Burns and Beranger, 
that ever lived.”’

T a Special Court in Listowel, before 

Mr. Charles Kenny, District Justice, 

depositions were taken in the case 
against four men, who are charged in con- 
nection with an incident at Bedford, Las- 
towel, when a man named Timothy Murphy 
was held up, had a bag placed over his head, 
aid was then chained to a gate. 

The charges include conspiracy, attempt- 
ing to suffocate a man, and the larceny of a 
bicycle. 

The accused men, who are all from the 
Bedford district, are:— Danie] Harnett, James 
Scanlon. Thomas and Michael O’Shea 
(brothers). ; 

Mr. T. J. Liston, State Solicitor, prose- 
cuted, and Mr. M. L. O'Connell, solicitor, 
defended. 


ATTACK DESCRIBED 


\ Timothy Murphy, Bedford, Listowel, said 
that he was attending the Listowel Technical 
Schools for lessons in carpentry. On the 
18th November he left the schools at about 
9.30 to cycle to his home. When he arrived 
at the gate which leads to a “ short cut. to 
his home a light was flashed on him from the 
opposite side of the road, and a party of 
about four men rushed at him. One of the 
men took his bicycle, and the others twisted 
his arms and placed a bag over his head. He 
was brought some distance along the road, 
and placed inside a gate, with his back to 
the road. He asked the men what they had 
against him, but they never spoke. 

His arms were bound to the gate “with 
ropes, and a chain was. placed around his 
waist and fastened to the gate with a pad- 
lock. After a time he succeeded in getting 
the bag off his head He called to two men 
who were passing, and one of them untied 
the ropes. They were unable to release the 
chain, but after struggling for about five 
minutes he managed to free himself. 
He told his father and his brother Patrick 
what had happened, and the three of them 
left. for Listowel to report the matter. Patrick 
brought an iron bar and a flash lamp with 
him. 


MEN IN A FIELD 


The three ot them remained at Bedford 
Cross for a time, after which Patrick left 
to go to Listowel. When Patrick had left 
them the witness heard someone running in 
the field, and he and his father overtook 
Patrick about 100 yards from the Cross. He 
was lying on » low fence Patrick flashed 
the light inside the fence and the witness 
saw two men lying on the field. The men 
ran away, but he recognised one of them as 
Patrick O'Shea, one of the accused men. | 

Thomas Hayes, Coolkeraugh, said that he 
saw Murphy tied to the gate and untied the 
ropes. 


“I HAVE YOU NOW” 


Patrick Murphy said that as he was going 
to Listowel he heard a noise inside the 
fence. He flashed a light and saw two men 
lying in the dyke. He said: “I have ye 
now.” The men covered their faces and ran 
away. He recognised the men as Thomas 
O'Shea and Daniel Harnett, both of whom 
he knew well. " 

O'Shea was wearing a blue coat and a grey 
pants and Harnett had brown clothes. About 
a fortnight previous!y a stone was thrown 
at the witness as he was going home. 


POLICE EVIDENCE 


Sergeant Deasy, Listowel, said that he 
arrested the accused men. ‘Thomas Q0’Shea 
made a statement which he refused to sign. 

Sergeant Brett, Listowel, ande Guard Breslin 
produced casts of footprints which, it was 
alleged. corresponded with the boots worn by 
the accused men. 

Guard Breslin said that he saw a bicycle 
taken from the River Gale. Murphy identi- 
fied the bicycle as his property. 

The further hearing was adjourned to the 
7th March and the accused were allowed out 
on continuing bails.

BELFAST COMMISSION 
SENTENCE

BELFAST, Monday. 

Patrick McGrath, of 33 Rodney Drive, 
Belfast, who had pleaded guilty to three 
charges of armed robbery at the Belfast Com- 
mission, was sentenced to-day to three years’ 
penal servitude and twelve :trokes of the cat. 

When he was put forward the prisoner 
asked the judge (Lord Justice Best) for a 
chance. . 

His Lordship—I will not, indeed, give you 
a chance. You did not give these ns 
whom you terrorised with a revolver a chance, 
You have been a bully, and, like all bullies, 
when you see what is coming upon you, you 
are a coward, 

“You have pleaded guilty to three sepa- 
rate cases of armed robbery—namely, on 
November 23, when armed with a revolver, 
you did upon Edward Burke feloniously make 
an assault and put him in bodily fear of 
his life, and ther stole from him 30s. You 
also pleaded guilty to having on October 18, 
1935, put in fear and terror one Michael 
Roddy and deprived him of 25s. On Novem- 
ber 23 also you used a revolver on a young 
boy, William Henry Bloomer. You brought 
him to an empty house and putting him in 
fear and terrur deprived him of all the money 
he had—namely, 5s.” 

If those. had been the prisoner’s only 
offences, went on his lordship. he might have 
taken a more lenieat view, but there were 
fifteen previous convictions against the 
prisoner, 

“In this case, said his lordship, ‘ what 
I propose to do is to pass a sentence of 
three years’ 2 servitude in each case, and 
in addition, for the offe ace referring to Edward 
Burke, committed. late at night, when you 
held up everyone in a public-house at closing 
time and stole the money, you will receive 
twelve strokes of the cat hese strokes are 
not to be administered fo: at least ten days 
and before six months.’’

OF JEWELLERY 


GERMAN INQUIRIES IN 
DUBLIN

The possibilities for the establishment of 
a factory for the manufacture of jewellery 
are being investigated by Herr Kurt Kauf- 
mann, of Frankfurt, who, at the moment, 
is on a visit to this country. 

Herr Kaufmann is the representative of 
one of the biggest firms connected with the 
business in Germany, and primarily he came 
over here in company with Herr Hans 
Heberger, of Nuremberg (who is interested 
in the fancy goods industry to explore the 
potentialities of the Irish market. 

He believes that there is a definite open- 
ing in the Free State for his firm’s goods, 
and in the next few days he will interview 
traders who are likely to be interested. He 
said that if his firm became convinced that 
his lines would be in demand here they 
would consider either setting up a ware- 
house or a factory, provided they could 
obtain the necessary facilities. 

“I do not see any reason why we could 
not have a place here for the provision of 
jewellery. We could soon train Irish opera- 
tives in the work.” 

There is no import duty on this class of 
jewellery. 

Herr Heberger said that his firm pro- 
duced all the latest models in handbags and 
fancy goods, and was looking for an open- 
ing for the sale of them here. 

Yesterday it was stated in error that 
Herr Heberger and Herr Kaufmann were 
members of the German delegation negotiat- 
in ga new trade agreement with the [ree 
State. Herr Karl Bertling, Berlin, who 
was also given as a delegate, is in Dublin 
in connection with the Dublin Rotary Club’s 
activities.

Towards Decision 


To many of those who, a few months 
ago, saw in Mr. Anthony Eden the em- 
bodiment of a new idealism in British 
policy, the speech of the Foreign Secretary 
in the House of Commons yesterday must 
have brought a certain measure of dis- 
appointment. It was his first parlia- 
mentary utterance as Foreign Secretary, 
and, while it maintained a high standard 
of debating skill, it seemed somehow to 
lack the first fine, careless rapture of his 
speeches at Geneva last autumn, when he 
stirred the imagination of the thinking 
world. Of course, to speak as a young 
member of the Government, with a senior 
Minister to cover up one’s tracks, is one 
thing: to speak as His Majesty’s Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs is quite another. For 
that reason it would be unfair to criticise 
Mr, Eden too harshly for the apparent 
vagueness of his remarks in yesterday’s 
speech.. He was speaking on behalf of a 
Cabinet which notoriously is not at one 
attitude towards the  Italo- 
Abyssinian affair, and consequently was 


in its 


opinion. Not once in the course of a long 
speech, for example, did he recall the fact 
that Italy has been branded at Geneva as 
an aggressor State, without the shadow of 
an excuse for her unprovoked attack on 
Abyssinia. In previous speeches he never 
hesitated to call a spade a spade, and 
proclaimed Italy’s blood-guilt to the 
world ; but on this occasion the professional 
statesman very naturaHy prevailed over 
the youthful idealist, and, to some extent,

Hitherto, since Herr Hitler defied the 
world by his re-introduction of the con- 
scription law, German policy has been 
fastidiously ‘‘ correct,’’ but every move in 
the game that is being played between 
Geneva and Rome is being watched with 
the utmost care in the Wilhelmstrasse. If

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The Imperial Heritage 


Several centuries before Christ a Greek 
philosopher laid down the ideal size for 
a State. The State, he held, ought to be 
just so large that all its citizens, when 
addressed by one man, could hear what he 
had to say. On such a reckoning, the ideal 
State of to-day might embrace ‘almost the 
whole world; for, with the development 
of broadcasting, the words of a speaker 
can be heard in wellnigh every country on 
earth. There is no part of the British 
Empire which will not be able to hear the 
King when he addresses his people on-the 
first day of next month. For several 
years past it has been His Majesty’s 
custom to broadcast a message .to the 
Empire once or twice a year; and King 
Edward VIII. proposes to maintain the 
admirable precedent established by King 
George V. The custom is, indeed, an 
admirable one; for it is fitting that the 
only real bond between the free nations of 
the Commonwealth should be brought, on

occasions, into public notice. 
British Commonwealth is 

seven free and independent nations. Every 
one of them—with the exception, for the 
time -being, of Newfoundland, who has 
surrendered her separate status—is 
absolute mistress of its own destinies; its 
sovereignty is unchallenged and unchal 
lengeable; it is a nation as independent 
as any nation on earth. The truth of this 
freedom has become self-evident in recent 
years. Dominions have quarrelled with 
Dominions, and with the United Kingdom ; 
they have raised tariffs against one 
another, and their right has not been 
questioned; some even have hinted at 
secession from the Commonwealth, and 
again their right has not been questioned. 
Surely this is liberty—such liberty as can 
appeal not only to the sense of expediency, 
but to every human sentiment. 
the nations of the Commonwealth there 
remains one bond, and one bond only; 
their common allegiance to the Crown. 
That is why these annual broadcasts, in 
which the Crown is made manifest in the 
person of the reigning King, have so deep 
an importance to every citizen of the 
Empire. Nowhere will his words be heard 
with more respect and loyalty than in this 
Dominion, where the Imperial link has 
been strained by official action almost to 
breaking-point. The office of Governor- 
General may be reduced to the shadow of 
a name; the Government may offer no 
slightest tribute of loyalty; there may be 
no outward indication that the Irish Free 
State remains a part of the British 
Empire. Nevertheless, there are hundreds 
of thousands of people in the twenty-six 
counties—perhaps,..a majority of the 
people—who cannot forget that they, and 
their fathers before them, played a vital 
part in the building of this great Empire, 
that their blood is mingled with its soil, 
that it is portion and parcel of their 
inheritance and of their sons’ inheritance. 
In that conviction lies the strength of the 
‘“imperialistic’’ spirit in the Free State— 
not in any desire for economic advantage; 
and, while that conviction endures, the 
King’s broadcasts will have a meaning for 
Ireland. 
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Fog 


Ireland can at least afford to congratu- 
late herself on one thing—her freedom 
from fogs. With the coming of. winter, 
indeed, the air seems to thicken in the 
Dublin streets, but the mists that descend 
occasionally on our capital are nothing to

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the fog that has become one of London's- 
characteristics, and are not to be compared 
even with the less impressive fogs of Man- 
chester and Liverpool. Fortunately for 
herself, Ireland does not share the pal! of 
smoke which clings round the great 
English towns during the winter months, 
often turning day into night. The number 
of industries in Great Britain, and the 
far greater density of population, are re- 
sponsible for the differencé between the 
two islands. So long as coal is used in its 
raw state by factories and householders, 
the fogs are likely to continue, but in 
recent years there has been a hope that 
they were becoming less severe. The in- 


creasing use of electricity and gas made a | 


decided difference, while industrial firms 
which used coal were beginning to find 
means to reduce the fumes which it gave 


off. There is almost no doubt that there 


has been an improvement, and that the 
fogs in Great Britain to-day, bad though 
they may be, are nothing to the. ‘‘ pea- 
soupers ” which had to be endured thirty 
or forty years ago. It is a disturbing fact, 
however, that lately they have shown a 
tendency to become worse again. An 
official report just issued states that the 
general cleanness of the atmosphere in 
England is not improving, and the figures 
show a set-back when compared with those 
of the last three years. The reason is not 
clear—possibly it has something to do 
with the revival in industry after the 
general depression—but the fact appears 
to be undisputed. The situation may need 
to be met by more vigorous action on the 
part of the authorities, for a country can- 
not afford to suffer continually from the 
pollution of its air én so large a scale. 


Embryo Barmen 


When we—in the most general sense of 
che word—slip around the corner for an 
after-office revivifier we count it as part 
of our enjoyment to chat a while with the 
man of the (licensed) house. His is a 
genial philosophy of life, and his calm 
judgment upon the most controversial 
issues of the day goes far to soothe our 
trembling nerves. It is not easy to 
imagine this oracle divorced from his back- 
ground of polished kegs and quiet gloom, 
with no well-worn counter to shield him 
from the uncomfortable outside world ; 
but in the nature of things once he must 
have been just an ordinary youth in search 
of a job. He might well begin his career 
as one of those menials who bring drinks 
to the mixed party in the back room, in 
the interim keeping the main bar as dry 
as possible on top; but not even inter- 
minable practice could lend him that 
dexterity, or that wise detachment, which 
are the hall-mark of the successful 
publican. Probably only those who are 
directly inspired ever reach the top; but 
an association in England is doing good 
work with material picked more or. less at 
random. It is called the Restaurant 
Public Houses Association, and it estab- 
lished a training scheme in 1932 to create 
” supply of trustworthy public-house 
assistants, and to provide new openings 
for men of good character from districts 
where unemployment is a difficult problem. 
The men are between 18 and 26 years of 
age, and first they are given eight weeks’ 
training under supervision. Then they are 
employed at a guinea a week on probation 
for two months ; and if at the end of this 
time they prove to have the proper touch 
they ara presented with the association's 
certificate.- When a new club-hostel was 
opened in Blackfriars road, Loitdon, last 
Thursday one of the speakers warned the 
men present that there were | something 
like 80 licensing laws that a licensee 


.could break in a house, and he stressed 


the importance of proper training. One 
wonders, however, if the most specialised 
training ever can mould a mere man into 
a barman.

MR. T. H. HARDY, D.L. 


The death of Mr. Thomas Henry Hardy, 
D.L., Woodlawn, Richhill, County Armagh, 
took place yesterday in a Belfast nursing 
home. following an operation. Mr. Hardy oc- 
cupied a prominent place in the public life 
of the County Armagh. During the late 
King’s Jubilee Celebrations he was made the 
recipient of the Jubilee Medal, and in De- 
eember last year was appointed by the 
(iovernor a Deputy-Lieutenant for the 
County Armagh.

The Atlantic Air Line 


In Nova Scotia an area of 934 acres at 
Sydney has just been set apart by the 
authorities to form a base for the proposed 
air service from Ireland, under thie 
auspices of the Transatlantic Corporation. 
The site is only four miles from the 
Canadian Government seaplane base, and 
is connected with it by an excellent road. 
It is also seventeen miles from Louisburg, 
which is free from ice all the year round, 
and has a first-class thoroughfare conucct- 
ing with Sydney Harbour, when that piace 
is ice-bound during two months in the 
year. Sydney is the nearest point to 
Ireland on the Canadian coast. It is of 
interest to note that the Air Navigation 
Bill, which will create the air monopoly 
of the North Atlantic route, is to come up 
for discussion in the House of Commons 
in a month’s time.

Mr. H. B. Lees-Smith said that this 
was the last opportunity they would have 
to discuss an issue, the decision upon 
which next week by the Committee of 
Kighteen would probably determine 
whether the League of Nations for the.

should take account or not. Broadly 
speaking, the report left most of them with 
just the same opinion as they held before. 
Even if the United States did not co- 
operate, it was assumed that, supposing 
that country did not increase its oil sup- 
plies, Italy’s stocks at the present rate of 
consumption would be exhausted in about 
three and a half months. If Italy won 
the war at all it could only be by a series 
of campaigns, and it was going to be a 
long war. Oil was the only sanction which 
was going to have a direct effect on the 
military operations. It might well prove— 
the most decisive embargo of all. Another 
important consideration was that if we 
proceeded now by ourselves there was a 
prospect of getting the co-operation of the 
Upited States. 

It al] came back to what the Foreign 
Secretary was going to do when he went to 
Geneva next week. In the view of the 
Labour Party he ought himself to propose 
the imposition of the oil sanctions and 
appeal’ to the decent feeling of the United 
States not to allow a few dollars to stand 
in the way of the hopes of the world. But 
if the oil embargo was imposed that should 
not be the only sanction. They should 
close the ports of sanctionist countries to 
the Italian shipping.

Mr. Anthony Eden said that Mr. Lees- 
Smith had done -less than justice to the 
League of Nations. When Italy was pro- 
nounced the aggressor the question of the 
application of sanctions became imme- 
diate, and a Co-ordination Committee was 
at once set up. That committee divided 
possible sanctions into two categories— 
those sanctions which could be applied 
and made effective by members of the 
League only, and those which must de- 
pend for their efficiency upon the co- 
operation of non-members. Mr. Lees- 
Smith seemed inclined to convey the im- 
pression that the sanctions imposed by 
the League alone had not been effective. 
That was not the information of the 
Government. The power of the aggressor 
State to make purchases abroad had been 
most seriously diminished, and there 
must come a time when the ae to pur- 
chase in gold would be exhausted alto- 
gether. The significance of existing sanc- 
tions was fullv realised in Italy, and their 
effect must ultimately have an important 
influence in achieving what was the main 
objective of the League—the cessation of 
hostilities. 

Oil was a sanction, like any other, and 
must be judged by the same criterion— 
whether its imposition would help to stop 
the war. It was in that spirit that it 
should be examined, and it was in that 
spirit that the Government would come 
to a decision upon it. He could say 
no more about that decision at present, 
since the Government had not yet com- 
pleted their examination of the experts 
report which had recently been made to 
them. In any event, that report would 
shortly be discussed at Geneva, and the 
sooner it was discussed, and a decision 


arrived at, the better. 

Meanwhile, the Government had de- 
parted neither from their original deci- 
sion of principle regarding an oil sanction 
—a decision which was taken last Novem- 
ber—nor from their resolve to take their 
full part with others in such collective 
action as the League might decide upon 
in this dispute.

With regard to access to raw materials, 
the Government had in no way withdrawn 
from the proposals of Sir Samuel Hoare 
ón the subject. They were perfectly will- 
ing at any time to enter into an examina- 
tion of this subject, though the appropriate 
moment for such an examination must 
clearly depend on many factors, including 
the attitude of other Powers. 

Turning to the subject of Kgypt, he said 
that it had been agreed to enter into pre- 
liminary negotiations for an Anglo- 
Eeyptian Treaty of settlement, which he 
trusted would be a prelude to a permanent 
understanding. 

Regarding the international situation as 
a whole, it would be idle to pretend that 
there was not anxiety as to the future 
among all parties in the House. It was 
no great tribute to the collective wisdom 
of the world that over eighteen years after 
the close of the war we should find “our- 
selves confronted with a problem dread- 
fully similar in character and in portent 
to that of the years. before _ 1914. 
It was -onlv by collective security that 
peace could be maintained, bunt if this 
country was to play its part in such a 
system two conditions were necessary, The 
first was that the system should be 
truly collective and so powerful as to 
deter any woul®be aggressor from within 
or without. The.second was that this 
country should be strong and determined 
enough in policy and in arms to play its 
full part therein. , | | 

For the moment it was clear that the 
road to disarmament lay through the 
League, but until it was strong enough to 
enforce its authority we must strengthen 
our.arms. There had to be rearmament 
because of Jack of confidence in the good- 
will of nations and because of the obses- 
sion of fear. Fear of unprovoked aggres- 
sion could only be eliminated by gradually 
strengthening collective security until 
every nation was convinced that in no 
circumstances could aggression be made 
to pay. 

Their final objective must be a wide- 
spread system of collective security which 
embraced all. the nations, and the 
authority of which was unchallengeable. 
Europe had to choose between co-operation 
and disintegration.

A SPECIAL Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, in a message dated Dublin 
yesterday, says that in an interview Mr. 
de Valera said that the Free State was 
willing to live on friendly terms with 
Britain, make trade pacts with her and 
share in defence work. 

With regard to trade pacts, defence, and 
independence, Mr. de Valera said :— 

Trade Pacts—The Free State Govern- 
merit is prepared to widen the coal-cattle 
pact signed a year ago, by which Britain 
agreed to buy more Irish cattle in return 
for increased Irish purchases of British 
coal. Ireland is prepared to make com- 
prehensive trade agreements if the financial] 
dispute is out of. the way. 

Defence—Britain’s security would be 
served by having a friendly Ireland at her 
side. The Free State is prepared to under- 
take defence of her country and prevent 
Ireland from being used by a foreign 
Power as a base of attack upon Great 
Britain. 


FUNDAMENTAL ISSUE 


Independence.—We are entitled to our 
independence as a united nation, The 
unity of Ireland is a fundamental issue. 
As to the fixing of the boundary between 
the Free State and Ulster no vote was 
ever taken. ' 

“There must be clear recognition on 
your side of the right of the Irish people 
to have whatever form of government 
they themselves desire,” said Mr. de 
Valera. 

‘The Irish Government certainly desire 
to see the struggle, which has been going 
on so long between the two countries, 
ended for ever. | 

“The general attitude of the Irish 
people towards the people of Britain is 
one of desire to live with them on friendly 
terms as good neighbours. We recognise 
that the two countries have certain 
interests in common. There is good-will 
on our side.” 


LAND ANNUITIES 


Dealing with the land annuities Mr. 
de Valera said: — “ Your Government 
made it a matter of principle that the 
arbitrators should be selected from within 
the British Commonwealth. Acceptance 


‘by us of any such principle would carry 


implications which we could not accept, 
and so a deadlock was reached in regard 
to arbitration.” 

He added that the Free State Govern- 
ment could consider no proposals which 
they were convinced a succeeding Govern- 
ment would have to repudiate.

66 LEARLY it is essential that the 


British Ministry of Agriculture 
should keep a very watchful eye upon the 
influence of Irish fat cattle imports during 
the first six months of the year upon 
prices, so that any necessary action may 
be taken to regulate supplies coming 
forward during the latter half of 1936,’’ 
states the National Farmers’ Union in an 
official statement to-day. 

The statement adds: ‘‘ The home 
Government retains full power to regulate 
imported supplies quantitatively, and we 
have every confidence that that power will 
be exercised without hesitation, if the 
situation in our markets should call for 
prompt action. In addition, ef course, the 
concessions made to the Irish Free State 
will have definitely to be borne in mind in 
connection with the forthcoming trade 
agreement negotiations. 


BACON 


“t So far as bacon is concerned there is 
to be no reduction of the import duty, and 
the increased quota given to the Irish Free 
State will be given at the) expense of 
foreign exporting countries, so that the 
home producer is not affected by the new 
agreement. 

“The Irish Free State (Special Duties) 
Act was passed in 1932 to provide for the 
imposition of Customs duties on goods im- 
ported from the Irish Free State, with a 
view to making good the loss incurred by 
the default of the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment in respect of the payment of the land 
annuities. i 

““ In so far, therefore, as these duties 
affected agricultural produce they were to 
be regarded by British farmers not asa 
protective measure, but purely as a 
revenue-producing instrument for the 
duration. and to the extent of the Free 
State Government’s default. 

‘It was essential, therefore, to regard 
the 1935 coal-cattle arrangement from 
that standpoint, and the new arrangement 
which has been made for the current year 
is to be similarly regarded.”’ 


THE VOLUME OF TRADE 


After referring to the Janding of 
additional Irish cattle in January without 
injuring the interests of British farmers, 
the statement adds: “ The fact that the 
Irish Free State Government has with- 
drawn the export bounties on cattle and 
horses is of great importance from the 
standpoint of our farmers, since to the 
extent that the duty reductions and the 
removal of the bounties cancel one another 
out, the volume of trade will not be 
affected. 

“It is hardly conceivable that the 
subject of the smuggling of cattle across 
the Northern Ireland boundary can have 
failed to arise during the discussions 
between the British and the Irish Free 
State Governments, and we trust that the 
Free State Government has been -per- 
suaded to collaborate in putting an end 
to a practice which is distinctly inimical 
to all honest traders. If such collabora- 
tion proves to be forthcoming it will be 
warmly welcomed by British farmers’

SERIOUS EFFECT ON 
CITY RATES 


RE serious effect upon the rates of 
Belfast of the decision of the Northern 
Government to limit the de-rating grants 
to urban areas to the maximum grants 
payable in the five years ending Slst 
March, 1936, was considered by the 
Finance Committee of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion yesterday. 

A statement issued by the Committee 
declares that during the five years since 
de-rating commenced the total of the 
annual de-rating grants made to the rate- 
payers in Belfast and recouped by the 
Government has increased by £38,281 
6s. 2d., or an average of, say, £7,650 a 
year. 


DE-RATING DEFICIENCY 


Owing to the fact that the. average 
increase of the valuation of* industrial 
hereditaments in the city under the 
revaluation is much less than the average 
increase of the valuation of other heredita- 
ments, the amount of the de-rating 
deficiency grant payable to the Corpora- 
tion when the revaluation comes into force 
will be less than it would have been under 
the present valuation. 

As a matter of pure arithmetical cal- 
culation the. de-rating grant next year 
payable on the new valuations, and esti- 
mated on the basis of a rate expenditure 
identical with the present year, 
drop below the present year’s grant to the 
extent of £14,750. 


RATEPAYERS’ BURDEN 


The hardship to non-de-rated ratepayers 
caused by the Government measure when 
it begins to operate—say, the year after 
next, and as it accumulates from year to 
year with the development of the city, is 
an aggravation of the already existing 
unfair distinction which seeks to cast upon 
them the entire burden of the new Un 
employment Act and the Education Levy, 
and is all the more unfair when one con 
siders that a very large portion of the 
present expenditure of the Corporation is 
due to the fact that the Governme.:t, after 
encouraging local authorities to undertake 
extensive services with the promise of 
assistance from State funds, have ceased 
at a certain point to increase their sub 
vention in accordance with the growth of 
the service, and have stereotyped their 
assistance in the form of a block grant, 
leaving the Corporation to shoulder the 
increased expenditure caused by the grow- 
ing necessities of the case. 


DEPARTURE FROM 
PROMISE 


For the foregoing reasons the Committee 
hereby place on record their considered 
opinion that the.-maximum limit for de. 
rating grants fixed by the bill as intro 
duced, as far as it affects Belfast, is a 
departure from the promise made by the 
Minister of Finance when introducing the 
bill of 1928; is not founded on any logical 
reason, and is unfair to the un-derated 
ratepayers of the city. 

The Committee instructed that a copy of 
this minute be forwarded to the Ministe1 
of Home Affairs, to the Minister of 
Finance, and to all other members of both 
Houses of Parliament ‘of Northern Ire-

In a leading article The Times observes 
to-day: A motion for the adjournment of 
the House of Commons gave opportunity 
yesterday to the House itself for a wide 
ranging debate on the issues underlying 
the increase in expenditure, past and 
prospective, on the Defence Services.

HE Free State Senate, at its meeting 

to-morrow, will find itself without a 
Deputy-Chairman. Mr. Michael Comyn, 
K.C., who held that position since Decem- 
ber 19th, 1934, was sworn in yesterday as 
a Circuit Judge, and by that fact relin- 
quished both the Vice-Chairmanship and 
his membership of the Senate. This is in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 
69 of the Constitution, which says: ‘* A 
judge shall not be eligible to sit in the 
Oireachtas, and shall not hold any other 
office or position of emolument.”’ 

For this reason it will be incumbent on 
the Senate to-morrow to make arrange- 
ments for the election of a successor to 
Mr. Comyn as Vice-Chairman, and also to 
report to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment the vacancy in the House with a view 
to a by-election. The Minister is bound 
to hold the by-election not later than six 
months, but whether it will be held at all 
depends on the Government’s intentions 
as to the ultimate duration of the life of 
the Senate. The appointment of a Vice- 
Chairman, on the other hand, is a matter 
entirely for the Senate itself. It will fix 
a date to-morrow for the appointment. It 
is suggested that this should be as early 
as possible, in view of the fact that there 
are certain private bills before the House, 
and it is one of the functions of the Vice- 
Chairman to look after this particular 
kind of legislation. 

All these matters combined with an un- 
usually heavy list of bills for considera- 
ti8n this week suggest that there is some 
ana fe that the life of the Senate may 


ve prolonged over several months. Indeed, | 


in some quarters it is believed that the 
Upper House will be kept in being until 
the adjournment in July for the summer 
holidays. 

There are eleven items on the Order 
paper for to-morrow, the last one being 
the Committee stage of the bill to abolish 
University representation. When this 
comes up Senator Blythe will move amend- 
ments which are intended to prevent the 
bill from coming into operation until six 
months after the next dissolution of the 
Oireachtas.. The suggestion underlying 
this is that the subject of the abolition 
of University representation has not been. 
adequately before the electorate, and that 
after the general election it would be the 
privilege of whichever party is returned 
either to continue the present system, or 
to dismiss such University deputies as are 
elected from the Dail. 

The time in the Dail to-morrow, apart 
from questions, will be devoted entirely 
to the bill for the confirmation of 
the Order implementing the recently- 
announced trade agreement with Great 
Britain. 

Amendments to the National Health 
Insurance and Widows and Orphans 
Pensions Bill have been tabled by Deputies

MACHINE BURNT OUT

ADDIS ABABA, Monday, 
The £2,000 aeroplane presented by the 


League of Nations Union to Abvssinian 
Red Cross was completely destroyed in a 
crash on the aerodrome here this after- 
noon. The British pilot, Captain Fred 
Hayter, scrambled clear of the wreckage 
as it went up in flames. He was only 
slightly hurt. The Abyssinian co-pilot, 
Haile Giorghis, was injured. 

The machine ran fnto''ssome eucalyptus 
trees after a long run across the wide aero- 
drome. ‘Apparently it failed to gain suffi- 
cient height to clear the trees, possibly 
owing to the high altitude which makes 
taking off difficult. As the ’plane crashed 
it caught.fire. Captain Hayter, who was 
the first to get clear pulled the Abyssinian 
from the cabin of the machine, ano 
dragged him 50 yards from the burninz 
wreckage. 

The Abyssinian then noticed that 
Captain Hayter was injured in the head 
and right leg. He pulled out a red hand- 
kerchief and bandaged the British pilot. 

At the time of the crash Captain Hayter 
was about to fly to Jijiga on the southern 
front, to bring back the body of the 
Egyptian doctor, Sawy, who died recently 
of dysentry. The Abyssinian Minister for 
Air ran half-a-mile across the aerodrome 
to render assistance. 

Captain Hayter told me in hospital that 
after the machine struck a tree the star- 
board engine cut out. ‘I was obliged,” 
he added, ‘‘to choose between carrying 
on and hitting a steep river embankment, 
which meant certain death, or, with diffi- 
culty, hauling the ’plane round on one 
engine and aiming straight for the ground. 
I, unfortunately, hit a hut.”

IVIC Guards and civilians equipped 
with spades yesterday dug up portions 
of the foreshore at Shankill in a furthar 
effort to find a trace of Mrs. Lavena Ball, 
whose blood-stained car was found at Uor- 
bawn lane, Shankill, a week ago. Despite 
all their activities, however, no clue to 
Mrs. Ball’s disappearance could be dis- 
covered: . 
The decision to commence digging 
operations was taken over the week-end. 
During the week the Guards have devoted 
their attention to the sea. Boats con- 
tinuously have been dragging the water, 
and at every low tide searches have been 
made among the seaweed and the rocks. 
Several articles of clothing were cast up 
by the tide, but it is doubtful whether 
they belong to the missing woman. At 
any rate, they have not been identified. 


DIGGING IN THE SANDS 


Finding that their work of dragging pro- 
duced no results, the officers in charge 
considered other means of continuing the 
search. As a result of interviews which 
they had with local fishermen who have 
been using boats in the vicinity for years 
and who have excellent experience of the 
run and action of the tides, they decided. 
to act on the suggestions put forward. 
One of them was that if Mrs. Ball’s body 
was lying on the beach it would be 
possible for the tide to cover it with sand 
after a particularly heavy tide. | 

Early last week by means of garden 
trowels and other implements the Guards 
scraped up the latest layers of sand, 
but could find no evidence’ that 
Mrs. Ball’s- body was there. The 
Guards are not very optimistic that their 
digging will produce any result. It is 
really an indication of their thoroughness 
in their endeavours to find Mrs. Ball. 

The wooden dummies which were taken 
away by the tide have not yet been dis- 
covered. ~To each of them is attached a 
float which asks those who may find them, 
if they are washed up in any part of the 
coast, to communicate with the Guards at 
Bray. The Guards hope that if they 
are found the finder will get in touch 
with them immediately. 

After dark yesterday the digging opera- 
tions were. suspended, but the usual 
watch was kept along the shore.

Nurse Bridget Kilcraan said she did night 
duty for a fortnight from 13th July in the 
District Hospital, then she went as day 
nurse to the Fever Hospital, where she re- 
mained four weeks. She stayed with Miss 
Vaugh from Sunday to Wednesday, and then 
went home. On the following Monday or 
Tuesday the witness took up duty at the 
District Hospital for a week. She visited 
Miss Vaugh once at the time, and when she 
had finished duty she went, home. She 
had visited Miss Vaugh since, but had never 
stayed more than two or three days. 

It was untrue to say she had beaten any 
child at any time. She had done duty for 
Miss Vaugh on two occasions since last 
August. Cecil Kiernan was then a patient 
and she found him very mischievous, She 
did not beat or slap him, but reported to 
Miss Vaugh. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Doherty, the 
witness said that there was no reason why 
Guard Kiernan should make a statement re- 
fiecting on her in her professional capacity. 


NURSE VAUGH’S 
STATEMENT 


Nurse Mai Vaugh said that in September, 
1934, she was appointed to the Fever. Hos- 
pital, Carrick-on-Shannon. On Ilth July 
a patient arrived about 4 p.m. He was put 
to bed and the doctor notified. e 
doctor came at 7 o’clock, and it was decided 
to get the night nurse. Nurse McWeeney 
arrived at 12.40 a.m. and asked why she 
was not notified when the patient was 
brought in. She said she would report to 
the doctor and matron. The witness told 
Miss McWeeney she was time enough, and 
there was nothing to report. At holiday time 
Nurse Kilcraan did the witness’s duty anda 
shared her apartments when she returned. 
She did this several times, but on no occa- 
sion did she stop more than a week. 

In reply to Dr. McCormack, the witness 
said that as a fever nurse she knew that it 
was highly irregular and a danger to others. 

In further reply to Dr.. McCormack, the 
witness said there was only one basin and 
two towels, and not enough facilities to pre- 
vent infection. The witness had not made 
representations to anyone in regard to the 
basin stands. She denied shaving beaten 
Michael Corrigan. On one occasion she 
smacked Kiernan for hitting another boy. 
She also denied ill-treating young Gorman. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Doherty. the wit- 
ness said that she did not know who posted 
the poison labels on Nurse McWeeney’s door. 
The witness did not order the removal of 
these labels at once. She had spoken about 
the shortage of towels, and they could not at 
that time afford a clean towel for the doctor 
every day. 

Mr. O’Doherty—So, with all the money 
from sweepstakes, you cannot afford enough 
towels for the Carrick Fever Hospital? 

The witness, continuing, said that the food 
was brought into the word by a wardsmaid. 
She knew that the boy Gorman got no food 
on the occasion referred to. 

To Mr. C. Flynn, witness said that since 
September there has been an ample supply 
towels. She had not requisitioned basin 
stands, as other things she asked for were 
not forthcoming. 

Mr. Flynn—If the Board of Health had 
received a requisition, every article needed 
would be supplied. 

There was, added the witness, nothing 
necessary wanted by the patients. 

Mary Josephine O'Neill, aged 13, stated 
that she had not told anyone that young 
Kiernan was slapped. 

The inquiry was adjourned until 11 o'clock 
to-morrow morning.

Plans for the provision of instructors in 
anti-gas training for members of the

The first course of instruction will 
begin at Eastwood Park, Falfield, 


Gloucestershire, immediately after Easter.

The chief instructor is Major F. W.

FROM SMALL BEGINNING 


Mr. Oswald Jamison, President, peepee: 
the toast of ‘Rotary International.” He 
briefly sketched the history of the Dublin 
Club, recalling how a group of Dublin men, 
many of whom were present, got together 
twenty-five years ago and founded what was 
the first Rotary Club outside of America. He 
outlined the spread of the movement across 
Channel and into Europe, and said that. it 
was difficult to estimate what Dublin had 
done for Rotary, a movement that now had 
4,000 clubs in seventy-seven different 
countries. 3 

“These clubs,” he said, ‘‘linked up as a 
forge which is shaping an ideal of individual, 
national and international . understanding, 
friendship and good-will, are constituted and 
function. similarly to our own. They are 
composed of professional and business men, 
who may differ profoundly in their religious 
and political beliefs, but, while steadfastly 
holding to these beliefs, they harmonise their 
differences so that each may add his quota of 
effort to the common reservoir of constructive 
and practical idealism. 

‘It is not unreasonable to claim that 
Rotary International, in its development of 
understanding, friendship and good-will 
amongst the nations of the world, will help: 
to break down the barriers of misunderstand- 
ing, hatred and jealousy, which are such a 
menace to the peace of the world to-day.” 


A HAPPY OMEN 

The thought was expressed by Mr. Sydney 
Pascall (London), Past President of Rotary 
[nternational, in responding, that it was a 
happy omen that London had united with 
Belfast and Dublin in a bond of commen 
friendship. 

“ England and Ireland ought to understand 
each other,” he continued. ‘‘ We live close 
together; our interests commercially, 
philosophically, intellectually and in many 
other respects lie in the same direction. We, 
both of ns, have to face the many grave 
probtems of democratic government, which is 
being challenged in many countries, and, 
although there is every reason why we ought 
to understam@ one another, yet we do not 
always quite do that]  . : 

He referred to. the principles of Rotary, 
and said ‘that,, unless. they got behind the 
other man’s mind and found how it worked, 
it would be difficult to give him credit for 
his equally good intentions. 

Alluding to the wild welter of war prepara- 
tions, he asked was there anything that 
Rotary could contribute to help to bring 
about the state of peace and good-will which. 
every nation desired at the present time. Was 
it not possible that the principle of Rotary— 
‘Service above self’—could be applied 
effectively to international affairs and rela- 
tions 

“T cannot conceive Rotary standing aloof 
without attempting to make. some. contribu- 
tion. I do not suggest that Rotary can set 
the world right, but it could say to the 
world—‘ You must apply the principles of 
right to present-day problems and decide 
political and social questions on the basis of 
justice, service and sacrifice rather than on a 
basis of self-interest.’ “ 


THE POLITICIANS 


Proposing the toast, of ‘‘The Rotary Club, 
Dublin,” Alderman A. Byrne, Lord Mayor, 
said that the gospel of Rotary in ago 
toleration was the best one, and he hope 
that other bodies. would adopt it. It was 
not too much to expect that toleration would 
be preached in this country, across the 
border and in Great Britain, and that exist- 
ing differences, some-ot which were imaginary 
and others of which should have been for- 
gotten years ago, would be removed. Too 
long had politicians—he said so in respect to 
North and South—both North and South— 
kept the people divided for the purpose of 
maintaining their own positions. 

He pointed to the 1 eg CATH problem, 
and said that if something could be done to 
build up the greatest industry of all and pro- 
vide work and a decent livelihood on the 
land for the people who were now living in 


horrible conditions in the cities, Rotary 
would have done magnificent work.

LIBERAL COMMENT 


Sir Archibald Sinclair (Liberal) thought 
that the. Foreign Secretary’s speech would 
be received with general approval in the 
country. Let the right honourable gentle- 
than and the Government convince them 
by action of its inflexible determination | 
in pursuing a League policy, and, in par- 
ticular, in holding the rule of law in the 
dispute between Italy and Abyssinia, In 
regard to the oil sanction, its imposition 
would materially assist existing sanctions, 
and he hoped that action would be taken 
immediately. i ; 

Mr. L. 8S. Amery (Conservative) re- 
gretted that the Government had not stuck 
to the Hoare-Laval peace proposals. They 
were eminently reasonable, and not incon- 
sistent in general principles with the 
decision of the Committee of Five itself. 
As to oil sanctions, -last December they 
would have been a terrible menace to Italy, 
but now we knew, and Mussolini knew, 
that oil sanctions were likely to be as 
futile as the rest of the policy of trying to 
wound without being prepared to strike. 


MR. ATTLEE’S VIEW 
Mr. C. R. Attlee (leader of the Opposi- 


tion) expressed his disappointment with 
Mr. Eden’s speech. He said that the only 
definite statement in it was that so far the 
Government had not made up its mind on 
the question of oil sanctions. The real 
cause of the delay was the reluctance of 
the leading States in the League to impose 
oil sanctions, because they had been play- 
ing with alliances. The real failure of 
statesmanship on the part of the Govern- 
ment was that they did not realise that 
what was required in a dangerous world 
was a strong lead—so strong that the 
aggressor dared not attack. 

Viscétnt Cranborne (Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs), replying for the 
Government, said that from all reports 
they had received it was evident that the 
sanctions were becoming increasingly 
effective. Italy had already ceased to 
make known its gold reserves, which was 
very symptomatic. In the case of an oil 
sanction it would do no good to apply it 
uhless it was to be effective, If we 
supported the League, with all our might 
and strength, he believed that we should 
emerge triumphant from the present 
dangers.

GENEVA 


SILENCE IN ROME 


Press, Assoctation. Wan SPECIAL. 
GENEVA, Monday, 
Geneva has been awaiting the debate in 
the House on sanctions, and Mr. Eden’s 
statement, with unconcealed interest. 
There is, however, some disappointment 


categorical on the question of oil. In spite 
of the tendency here in Geneva to regard 
oil sanctions as a symbolical gesture, it 1s 
realised that Great Britain has a very 
difficult réle in the matter, and that she 
cannot be expected to act precipitately. 

It is also recognised here that it is not 
only the attitude of the United States 
that has to be considered. 

On the other hand, the statement of Mr. 
Eden that the offer of the Committee of 
Five was still open, and that the League 
would seek a basis of conciliation if the 
scheme were accepted by both parties 
even at this late hour, has aroused much 
comment. It is wondered whether there 
is anything behind the Foreign Secre- 
tary’s observations. 

Meanwhile, there are some cynics here 
who suggest that the Committee of 
Eighteen, when it meets next Monday, 
will set up a sub-committee to examine 
the political consequences of an oil sanc- 
tion, in the same manner as the experts 
a fortnight ago examined the economic 
possi bilities. 

A Rome télegram © says :—Nothing of 
Mr. Eden’s speech in the House .of Com- 
mons was published in the Rome even- 
ing papers, and no account of it is ob- 
tainable from Italian sources yet. 


FRANCE IMPRESSED 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

The firmness with which Mr, Eden 
announced his unwavering continuity of 
the British Government’s policy regarding 
sanctions has made a considerable impres- 
sion in French circles after a cursory 
reading of the Press summaries of the 
speech. This attitude, it is pointed ont, 
in no way conflicts with the French 
Government’s attitude, which stands for 
full support of whatever collective action 
is adopted by the League Council, buf 
without taking any initiative in the 
matter. 

Mr. Eden’s emphasis on Great Britain’s 
need to re-arm in the interest of collective 
security is cordially approved here by all 
parties. 

Nothing has transpired regarding the 
meeting to-day between M. Flandin, the 
French Foreign Minister, and Signor 
Cerruti, the Italian Ambassador in Paris, 
but it is surmised that the subject of their 
conversation will be reported to next 
week's meeting of the Council of Eighteen. 


GERMAN SCEPTICISM 
BERLIN, Monday. 

The distinction between collective 
security and encirclement made by Mr. 
Eden in his speech in the House of 
Commons to-day has not dispelled 
scepticism in German official circles. 

Commenting on Mr. Eden’s statement on 
this subject a high Foreign Office official 
stated to Reuter to-night :—‘“‘ In theory ‘it 
may be true that collective security is not 
the same as encirclement, But in practice 
collective security is often used for very 
egotistical purposes and goals which are 
contrary to the interest of other nations. 
This. false collective security, which is 
only too often encountered in practice, can 
result in encirclement or be identical 
with it, and may serve as a screen behind 
which hostile actions against other nations 
are prepared. “Thus it becomes only too 
easily an encirclement of the one; 
concerned.”’ |

In any case an alliance with Germany 
is thought unlikely, as whatever the out- 
come. of the war Italy will need foreign 
loans, and Germany is not in a position 
to be a creditor. The same,. of course, 
applies to Austria and Hungary. i

Dublin 
neting, the Dublin accent, and cognate sub- 
jects, make the production of his latest play 
hy the Abbey Theatre a little unexpected, 
but it is none the less welcome. Judging 
by the reception given to it last night, it is 
ensured of success—and why, indeed, should 
it not be successful, seeing that it is so old 
a friend? 

“ Boyd’s Shop ” has all the ingredients 
that have proved their worth in so many 
Irish farces, and it contains almost nothing 
which is unfamiliar. The action takes place 
in the usual small country town (this time 
in the North of Ireland instead of the West), 
and much the usual characters make their 
appearance. There is a good-natured pro- 
prietor of a grocery shop, and his pleasant 
‘laughter? a number of amusing village 
gossips; a young minister, to whom the 
daughter is almost engaged, and a pushin 
voung man who has just set up a rival 
grocery shop in the same street. Given 
these characters—and tie undoubtedly un- 
expected fact that the voung minister is 
a wolf in sheep’s clothing—the plot pro- 
ceeds to a climax which can be foreseen for 
quite a long way in advance. The young 
grocer, so far from driving Andrew Boyd out 
of trade, begins to show signs of business 
inefficiency and a heart of gold at an early 
stage, while the general attitude of the 
young minister leaves no reasonable doubt 
that there will be no wedding bells for him. 
Meanwhile, the village gossips provide a 
very vey background to the romance. 

Part of Mr. Ervine’s argument is that 
youth is not always justified in its cock- 
sureness, whether in business or'in love, and 
that ‘anyone over fifty, in the words of 
Andrew Boyd, is not necessarily ‘‘ deaf, 
dumb, blind and parlatic.’? But in the main 
he has been content with a framework which 
gives him scope for comic characterisation 
and comic dialogue, and the result is a 
straightforward farce of Irish life which does 
not differ very much from most of its pre- 
decessors. Some of this comedy is most 
ei ig I in the first and last acts, 
where the laughs followed one another at 
intervals of about half-a-minute—and_ the 
play ‘tself, though it drags a little in places, 
is almost bound to be popular. But anyone 
xho goes to “‘ Boyd’s Shop ” will be dis- 
appointed if he expects either a new theme 
or the new handling of an old one. 

The play's principal merit lies in its 
characters and its dialogue, and there Mr. 
Ervine seems to have lost none of his accus- 
tomed skill, The Abbey company, sure of its 
ground, played at the top of its form, and 
gave an interpretation which would have 
satisfiel the author as much as it did the 
audience. F. J. McCormick, in particular, 
caught the ‘‘refined’’ manner of the Rev. 
Ernest Dunwoody to perfection, and some of 
his most amusing moments were achieved as 
much oy his gesturés and expression as by 
his voice. P. J. Carolan was convincing in 
the not very difficult part of Andrew Boyd, 
and the same could be said of Frolie Mulhern 
and Arthur Shields. .

ACCIDENT

INQUEST ON DONEGAL MAN 


William Steele, an eighty-seven-year-old 
man, who, formerly a native of Dunkineely, 
Co. Donegal, had been living with his son 
at Ardagh, Highfield road, Dublin. for the 
past two months, was found dead in one of 
the ‘concrete pits at the Dublin United Tram- 
wary Company’s Terenure dépét on Friday 
ast. 

An inquest on the body was held in the 
Meath Hospital yesterday by Dr. D. A. 
MacErlean, City Coroner. 

Edward Riley, a yardman at the dépót, 
said that when passing through the shed 


was & man asleep in the concrete pit under- 
neath the stationary tramcars, md 
reported the matter to the inspector-in- 
charge. He had not seen the man enter, and 
did not know how he came to be there. 

John Ryan, the inspector, said that when 
he went to the shed immediately afterwards 
he found the old man lying on the bottom 
of the pit, apparently unconscious, with a 
we of blood under his head. The ambu- 
ance was summned immediately, and he 
was removed to hospital. 

Sergeant Hughes said that he was of 
opinion that the old man had come through 
a door from a neighbouring shed. and in the 
dusk had staggered forward and fallen into 
the pit. 

Dr. Eva Dolan, house surgeon, said that 
the man was dead on admission. There was 
a deep wound on his head, and there had 
been a considerable amount of internal 
bleeding. Death was due to hemorrhage 
and respiratory. failure. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and exonerated 
the Tramways Company from all blame, 


LENTEN REGULATIONS 


in 


DIOCESE OF DUBLIN 


The Lenten Regulations for the Diocese 

of Dublin are as follows :— 
_ (1) The law of abstinence is binding on 
the faithful, who are over seven years of 
age, and between the ages of 21 and 60 they 
are bound also by the Jaw of fasting. 

(2) The law of fasting allows only one 
full meal each day. In addition to the full 
meal, a light repast may be taken morning 
and evening, on fast days, the quality and 
the kind of food allowed at these repasts 
being regulated by the approved custom of 
the place. In the Diocese of Dublin custom 
allows butter to be taken at the repasts. 

(3) On fast days which are not days of 
abstinence, meat is allowed, but those who 
are bound to fast may take meat at the one 
meal only. 

(4) The law of abstinence forbids the use 
of flesh, meat or soup made from meat, but 
it no longer forbids the use of butter, milk, 
cheese or eggs. i 

(5) Lard or dripping, used as a condiment, 
is allowed on all days, whether of fast or 
abstinence. 

(6) All the week days of Lent, except St. 
Patrick's Day, will be fast days. This year, 
in Dublin, owing to the condition of the 
pale health a dispensation is granted in the 
aw of abstinence on Wednesdays, with the 
exception of Ash Wednesday and Spy Wed- 
nesday. The same dispensation is granted 
for the Saturday of Quarter Tense, Ash 
Wednesday, Spy Wednesday and all the 
Fridays of Lent will be days of abstinence.
